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How to make vines grow on clcr- 
ry-trees, 
F yon would that a vine ſhould grow on a cher: 
rie-tree, 2nd havethe tait of cherries, ſet a vins 
by a cherry -free 0iilit grow: and inthe bevianing 
of February make an hole through the cherry-tree 
in what place you think belt : then drawth 'ouph 
the hole a branch! of the vine, fo that it fill the hole, 
ſhaving away arſt as much of the old bark of the 
vine as ſhall be in the hole; rhar is, as much as ex- 
reads to the thickneſs of your cherry-tree. This 
done,you {12}! wrap it well about with good earth, 
and bind it well with a little cloth, and order it in 
all chinps as1in other grafiings, remembring to cut 
away the vine from the cherry-tree at the root- end 
thereof, either then when you lirlt draw it in, or 
( which is beſt) a year after.

How to make a tree bear red apples. 

F yon would that your apples ſhould be red,take 

a praff oſan apple-iree, and graft iTin a ſtock of 
elm or elder,and it{hall bear red apples. Alſo yon 
may bore an hole in an apple-tree to the pith, and 
put into the hole water of what colour you will: 
then ſtop up the hole witha pin made of che wood 
of the ſame tree : So ſhall the ayple be of the 
ſame colour with the liquour, which you put and 
ſtopped into the hole. 


How to make a ſowre tree bring forth 
ſweet fruit, 
F you have a fruit-tree that is ſowre, and wonld 
that it ſhould bear ſweet fruit, you muſt dip the 
root round about and dungit with pigs dung; fo 
ſhall che fruit be ixeer : eſpecially if you take a 
piercer, and therewith make an hole in the tree to 
the pith, and into the hole put water tempred with 
hony, ſtopping the hole again with a pin of the 
[aing tree,
